his throat.

Emmet is said to be a full- 
blooded Indian, the son of a chief of 
some prominence In the years agone 
His story as to ills birth and parent 
age, given Ins audience last night, 
shows him to be a Italf breed, the son 
of an Indian father and a white 
mother, the latter the daughter of a 
Methodist preacher. 
Full blood or 
half breed, he stood last night as one 
of nature's noblemen as lie traced the 
origin bf the red men 
of North 
America and championed the cause of 
his race. 
His denunciation of the 
authorities at Washington was simply 
awful last night, arui the saddest part 
of this denunciation rests in the fact 
that history proves his charges well 
founded. 
Ile rose to his full height 
last uight, and after a torrent of 
had Mowed like a 
ips and enthralled 
his listeners, 
he 


fervid eloquence 
stream from his 
and 
captivated 
shouted: 
"A thousand treaties have been 
made with the men of my raee, and a 
thousand treaties have been broken— 
not one of the thousand has iieen held 
sacred. These broken promises of the 
white men have cost the nation thou­ 
sands of precious lives and millions of 
money. Canadians have never broken 
a promise. 
Not a life lias been taken 
in Canada by the red men and not a 
dollar has been expended In warfare " 
Speaking of savage and civilized life. 
ha demonstrated to those who were his 
attentive and careful listeners that, 
while he found much to commend In 
the life of his own race, there were 
also many very objectionable features 


In it—features which we believe Mr. 
Emmet, or “ Red Panther,’’ would not 
like to submit to at present writing. 
His reference to unprotected Indian 
girls, wliile roaming the forests, far 
away from tile presence and evil in- 
Muenees of (bew hite men, Is. i f true 
to life, a -ad commentary against 


c i v i l i z a t i o n , so called. 
W eare sorry 
we cannot give Mr. Emmett’s exact 
words, but Hie following quotation is 
the pith thereof: 
“Talk about your boasted civiliza­ 
tion. 
Let an Indian girl start on a 
trip through the forest, bound for 
some distant point in a region far re­ 
moved from the footfall of the white 
man and hiscontamlnating influences, 
and she is as safe from assault or out­ 
rage as if she were in her father’s wig­ 
wam, surrounded by friends on every 
hand.

contrary, 
if she needs assistance, she has but to 
ask for it to obtain it. 
If she is in­

loved friend of her rescuer. 
Is it so 
In your boasted civilization? Nay. 
verily. 
Is it so In Hie history of your 
own city? Nay, verily. Let an un­ 
protected girl start from her home in 
East Liverpool and design to make a 
trip of a few miles, on foot, through 
the adjacent district, especially after 
nightfall, and she will be followed, 
hounded, insulted and possibly out­ 
raged." 
Speaking of the Indian Tieing de­ 
barred forever from the right of fran­ 
chise, Emmett said: “There are but

serted th at outrages had been com­ 
mitted against his race, even more 
horrible than those perpetrated on the 


A r m e n i a n s by the Turks, and cited 
the act of a body of soldiers, under 
command of Colonel Cbevlngtoo. who 
butchered, in cold blood. SOO Innocent 
and unresisting Indian men, women 
and children, the members of the 
white man’s command adding every 
imaginable insult to the poor Indian 
and twirls. 
A captain in this 


command had picked up a helpless 
little Indian boy, or pappoose, and 
had placed him in one of the wagons. 
Intending to take him to his own 
home and raise and educate him 
I The colonel 
In 
some 
manner 
became cognizant of this fact and de­ 
manded that the youngster be handed 
over to him, remarking. In his brutal 
words, “ nits make lice,” ami then 
tossed the helpless little baby boy be­ 
neath the wheels of one of the heavily 
laden army wagons, with orders to 
drive over the body, which order was 
obeyed and the life crushed out of the 
baby.

Gray Eagle came be­ 
fore the authorities a second time and 
pleaded for the cowardly hypocrite’s

There is a whole school of Enropenn 
scientists who lielieve that this world 
w ill “ come to un end,” as far ns m an­ 
kind are concerned, at about the year 
4000 A. D., by the human race degen­ 
erating until they finally disappear from 
the face of the globe, 
French, English 
aud German statisticians of this #chool 
have bern studying tile m ilitary and 
other record for proof of their nniqne 
theories, aud if their published accounts 
are reliable they have been surprisingly 
SUOOCfnful. 
The records n.-* *1 by both the German 
and the Frenchman extend luck nearly 
400 years. From these it is learned that 
: the average height of continental Eu­ 
ropeans in IBIO was 6 feet 9 inches. In 
1*00 they had d egenerate until the 
average was only 5 feet 6 inches and SO 
years later, in 1820, it was only 5 feet 
6 inches At the present time it is only 
; 5 feet 8 % indies. 
It is an easy matter 
for expert abit ra d o n s to d< duce from 
I the above figures facts that w ill prove a 
regular and very rapid deeline in human 
stature. 
Figuring in an opposite direc­ 
tion, it is shown that the men of 5,000 
year# ago were giants, whose average 
height was 16 f* et and !* inches.

ing down to our era it is shown that the 
average height * f man was ti feet, and 
that in the fifth century there were more 
men that were over 7 feet high than 
were less than 6. 
But the most astonishing results of 
this scientific story of degeneration 
nom© from the application of this law 
of gradual dim inution to tile future. It 
is shown that by the end of the year 
8600 A D. the stature of the average 
man w ill be reduced to lo inches, and 
that w ithin less than 600 years from 
that date, or, say, db* ut the year 4000, 
mankind w ill have utterly disappeared 
from the globe.—bt. Louis Republic.
